A study by the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics and the bureau 
of the census’ shows that farm 
families used a substantial part of 
their increased war-time incomes 
to’ reduce the mortgages against 
their farms. The mortgage load 
decreased each year from 1940 to 
1946. Despite the increase since 
1946, the total farm-mortgage debt 





in January 1947 was less than half 
the 1923 debt peak. Farmers’ in- 
comes were higher during the war 
and civilian goods were scarcer, 
resulting in farmers putting more 
of their incomes into payment of 
debts and borrowing less money. 

Mortgage foreclosures reached 
new lows after 1940.

Her 
general offensive has begun to 
bog down and she is acting in 
desperation. Therein lies the real 
danger of war.
